THM KI.AN IN COURT 


The character, purposes and m eth­ 
ods of the Ku Klux Klan have been 
thoroughly exposed 
and 
condemned 
generally as a menace to law and or­ 
der and the rights of citizens. 
Now 
this opinion of the klan as an organ­ 
ization inimical to personal rights ami 
public welfare has been form ally af­ 
firmed by the United States Supreme 
Court. 
The case came before the Supreme 
Court through an appeal by George 
W. Bryant, a member of the Buffalo 
branch of the klan, who was convicted 
for failure to file ft report concerning 
the membership of his 
organization 
under the W alker law of the 
St at» 
of New York. 
The law requires 
the 
klan and sim ilar oath-bound 
secret 
associations 
to 
file 
reports giving 
their membership with the Secretary 
of State. 
The Supreme Court 
sus­ 
tained the- law. 
It was on the ground of the charac­ 
ter, purposes and methods of the klan 
that the court approved a law 
dis­ 
crim inating between 
it 
and 
oath- 
bound organizations of 
a 
fraternal 
character which do not seek politic«' 
ends nor interfere with government 
functions, nor menace the rights 
of 
citizens. 
Taking the testim ony in 
a 
hearing before Congress and previous 
judicial decisions. Justice 
Van 
De- 
vanter. who wrote the 
opinion, 
de­ 
clared it was clear that the klan be­ 
longed to the class of societies which 
made “the secrecy surrounding 
its 
purposes and membership a cloak for 
acts and conduct inimical to person­ 
al rights and the public w elfare”. 
Reciting that in p art of its consti- 
uttion and creed it approved of wide 
freedom for all and adherence to the 
Constitution of the United States, in 
another pait it required an oath 
of 
its members to “preserve white su­ 
premacy”, and further denounced any 
person actively opposing its princi­ 
ples to be “a dangerous ingredient in 
the body politic and an enemy to the 
weal of our national commonwealth”. 
Under this part of its printed creed it 
conducted a crusade against Catholics, 
Jews and negroes, and fomented re­ 
ligious and race prejudices. The opin­ 
ion declared further that 
the 
klan 
strives for political power and assum ­ 
es guardianship over the adm inistra­ 
tion of local, State and national 
af­ 
fairs, and at times took into its own 
hands the punishment of those pre­ 
sumed to be guilty of what its mem­ 
bers may conceive to be crimes. 
Justice Van Devanter quoted 
one 
decision of a court 
denouncing 
the 
klan for functioning largely at night, 
with its mmebers disguised by hoods 
and gowns and perform ing acts cal­ 
culated to strike terro r in the minds 
of the people. 
Aside from the court’s 
condemna­ 
tion of the klan as a menace to law­ 
fully constituted governm ent and 
to 
personal rights and the public 
wel­ 
fare, the point of the decision is the 
affirming of the right of the State to 
protect its citizens from it ami other 
sim ilar secret societies. 
The 
State 
can abolish secrecy by compelling the 
organizations to file reports of their 
memberships. 
Secrecy of the 
mem­ 
bership is the bulwark of such vici­ 
ous organizatinos. 
Publicity is 
de­ 
structive of them. 
Beyond that, the decision confirms 
the opinion of intelligent, law-abid­ 
ing citizens that the Ku Klux Klan 
is a base and dangerous organization. 
There is no room for 
further arg u ­ 
ment on that score. 
It has been a f­ 
firmed after a thorough investigation 
by the highest court in 
the 
land.—

this opinion of the klan as an organ 
ization inimical to personal rights and 
public welfare has been formally af­ 
firmed by the United States Supreme 
Court. 
The case came before the Supreme* 
Court through an appeal by George 
W. Bryant, a member of the Buffalo 
branch of the klan, who was convicted 
for failure to file ft report concerning 
the membership of his 
organization 
under the Walker law of the 
StaU 
of New York. 
The low requires 
th< 
klan and similar oath-bound 
secret 
associations 
to 
file 
reports giving 
their membership with the Secretar> 
of State. 
The Supreme Court 
sus­ 
tained the law. 
It was on the ground of the charac 
ter, purposes and methods of the klm 
that the court approved a law 
dis­ 
criminating between 
it 
and 
oath- 
hound organizations of 
a 
fraternal 
character which do not seek politica 
ends nor interfere with government 
functions, nor menace the rights 
of 
citizens. 
Taking the testimony in 
hearing before Congress and previous 
judicial decisions. Justice 
Van 
De­ 
venter, who wrote the 
opinion, 
de 
clared it was clear that the klan be 
longed to the class of societies which 
made “the secrecy surrounding 
its 
purposes and membership a cloak for 
acts and conduct inimical to person 
al rights and the public welfare”. 
Reciting that in part of its eonsti- 
uttion and creed it approved of wide 
freedom for all and adherence to the 
Constitution of the United States, in 
another part it required an oath 
of 
ita members to “preserve white su­ 
premacy”, and further denounced any 
person actively opposing its princi 
pies to be “a dangerous ingredient in 
the body politic and an enemy to the 
weal of our national commonwealth” 
Under this part of its printed creed it 
conducted a crusade against Catholics. 
Jews and negroes, and fomented re­ 
ligious and race prejudices. The opin­ 
ion declared further that 
the 
klan 
strives for political power and assum­ 
es guardianship over the adm inistra­ 
tion of local. State and national 
af­ 
fairs, and at times took into its own 
hands the punishment of those pre­ 
sumed to be guilty of what its mem­ 
bers may conceive to be crimes. 
Justice Van Devanter quoted 
one 
decision of a court 
denouncing 
the 
klan for functioning largely at night, 
with its mmebers disguised by hoods 
and gowns and performing acts cal­ 
culated to strike terror in the minds 
of the people. 
Aside from the court’s 
condemna­ 
tion of the klan as a menace to law­ 
fully constituted government and 
to 
personal rights and the public 
wel 
fare, the point of the decision is the 
affirming of the right of the State to 
protect its citizens from it and other 
similar secret societies. 
The 
State 
can abolish secrecy by compelling the 
organizations to file reports of their 
memberships. 
Secrecy of the 
mem 
bership is the bulwark of such vici­ 
ous organization*. 
Publicity is 
de 
structive of them. 
Beyond that, the decision confirms 
the opinion of intelligent, law-abid­ 
ing citizena that the Ku Klux Klan 
is a base and dangerous organization. 
There is no room for 
further argu­ 
ment on that score. 
It has been af­ 
firmed after a thorough investigation 
by the highest court in 
the 
land.—

woman m ust be a professional home­ 
m aker as a man is trained for a pro­ 
fession seem to be evident solutions, 
she added.

The 
m eeting was called for 12:30, but did 
not start until a little a fte r 1:00. Mrs. 
Id a Stepp furnished a chicken 
and 
Mrs. Dow brought a piece of beef and 
a piece of pork. 
The chicken 
was 
packed raw in the ja r and no w ater 
was added. The beef was packed raw 
and the ja r filled w ith boiling w ater. 
The pork w as first browned in 
the 
oven and then packed in the jars w ith 
the brown broth from the roaster. 
A 
teaspoon of sa lt w as added to 
each 
quart and the lids adjusted by crew ­ 
ing tig h t and tu rn in g them hack 
a

least an inch over the top of the lids.

sure bracket bolts are tight 


and packing is in good con­ 
dition. Repack if needed.

Inspect for leaks and 
tighten bolts while the engine 
is warm.
